If we do not 
prepare for survival now, 
eventually we will not ha¥e 
the time, resources nor the 
organization with which to 
get ready to meet the ef- 
fects of an all-out dis- 
aster’’ he said. 

The speaker said that 
the total State and local 
budgets for Civil Defense

An able-bodied mother who 
can make suitable plans for 
her children is expected to 
work if she can find a job, 


Does the Department of 
Pensions and Security actua- 
lly increase the check every 
time a mother adds an ille- 
gitimate child to her family? 


The Department makes 
payments on the basis of the 
amount a family needs and 
funds available, and a larger 
family has. higher needs. 
However, no payment ever 
exceeds $124 regardless of 
the size of the family. 


Does the county depart- 
ment try to find fathers who 
have deserted their families? 


The Department reports to 
law enforcement officers, 
works with county and other 
agencies, and uses every 
means possible: to locate 
absent fathers and get them 
to support their families, 


Can the courts give cus- 
tody of children to the ‘coun- 
ty department of pensions 
and security? 


The courts can remove cus- 
tody from. parents if the 
children ' are, determined 
dependent or neglected. Tem- 
porary custody may go to the 
county department of pen- 
sions and security or perman- 
ent custody to the State 
Department, 


If the Department of Pen- 


sions and Security has cus- 
tody of children, are the par- 
ents still legally responsible 


for their support? 


The answer depends on the 
court’s ruling on the particu- 
lar case with regard to cus- 
tody and support. 


If the parents of these 
children are financially able 
and not willing to contribute 
to their support and they are 
in need, is there a law to 
require them to contribute? 


Again, this depends on the 
particular case or the parti- 
cular court order, 


How many children are now 
in custody of our county 
department? 


Five white and one Negro 
children are in custody of the 
Coffee County Department of 
Pensions and Security at the 
present time. 


What does the Department 
do when the court awards 
custody of seven children at 
one time? 


If the Department receives 
custody of seven children at 
one time, the agency has 
responsibility to make tem- 
porary plans for them. Care 
may be arranged in a licens- 
ed boarding home or a licen- 
sed institution or with relat- 
ives, : 


Are these children ever 


returned to their own parents? 


The courts of this State 
have authority to award cus- 
tody of children to the De- 
partment of Pensions and 
Security by temporary or 
final order. Those children 
under temporary order often 
are retumed to their parents. 
Those whose’ custody is 
awarded the State Department 
under pemanent order are 
not returned to their own 
parents. Other permanent 
plans are made for them 
such as adoption. 


Can the county department 
place children for adoption? 


No, the county department 
does not place children for 
adoption. This is a responsi- 
bility of the state department 
of Pensions and Security, 


What is the county depart- 
ment's responsibility in get- 
ting a child adopted? 


The county department 
receives applications from 
people who wish to adopt 
children, makes studies of 
their home, and provides 
supervision after a child is 
placed with them, The De- 
partment also makes investi- 


gations of circumstances of
